Explode as'She Lies at Toulon. 


ON NL4RBY WARSHIPS ALSO KILLED 


Flames Break Out as She Rides in Har- 


bor and Terrific Explosions Complete 


Work of Appalling Disaster. 


Toulon, France, Sept. 25.—An ap- 


palling naval disaster attended with 
enormous loss of lite, occurred at 
daylight this morning when the bat- 
tleship, Liberte, blew up in this har- 
bor. 
The death loss is variously es- 


timated from 350 up to 500, or 
more. 
The killed 
include 
officers 


and men of the Liberte and also a 
large number of those from nearby 
warships. 


The first alarm of fire was sound- 


ed shortly after 5 a. m. This was 
followed by four successive explo- 
sions of increasing intensity as the 
fire neared the powder magazines, 
when at 5:35, a deafening explosion 
literally tore the great warship to 
pieces and sent her to the bottom 
a mass, of twisted wreckage. 


Explosion Was Terrific. 


The force of the explosion was so 


great that huge fissures were open- 
ed in the steel armor and 
frame 


work of the warship. 
A piece of 


armor plate was hurled against the 
cruiser Republique with great force, 
damaging her plates. 


Scores of bodies with huge frag- 


ments of frame work armor plate 
and bursting shells were 
hurled 


high into the air. which was filled 
with suffocating smoke from the ex- 
ploded magazines. 
On the first ex- 


plosion the men rushed from their 
quarters, and a hundred 
or 
more 


sought safety in plunging overboard. 
But the 
i great body of men and of- 


ficers and the crew remained on ship 
and were blown either into the air 
or the water as the culminating ex- 
plosion tore the ship into fragments. 
One report says the ship broke in 
two in the middle as she sank. An- 
other give a dramatic detail before 
she took her final plunge, when sev- 
eral of her guns discharged a re- 
quiem salute. 


Did Not Appear to Be Serious. 


The (Ire was discovered at 5 o'clock. 


At first It end not appear to be serious 


but somehow or other it gained a 
quick advantage over the squad of 
sailors sent to extinguish it and sud- 
denly without a warning it reached 
the magazines, which had not been 
flooded on account of the apparently 
trifling nature of the blaze. 


The force of the explosions were 


terriflc. 
They shook the vessel fore 


and aft, each one seemingly stronger 
than that preceding, opening up great 
fissures in the armor and frame work 
of the vessel. The vessel immediate- 
ly became a mass of firo nnd smoke 
and soon almost/ demolished by the 
terrific detonations, sanlc to the bot- 
tom of Toulon harbor, 


At an early hour unofficial estimates 


of the number of dead ran as high 
as 
500. 
Estimates 
by naval men 


varied widely, but there was no doubt 
that loss of life was more than 300. 
Scores of the seamen died in their 
berths. A few dozen saved themselves 
by jumping overboard. Many of those 
injured leaped into the water and were 
drowned before the boats from 
the 


other ships in the roadstead could 
reach them. 


Two Hundred Were Ashore. 


Two hundred of the crew escaped 


death owing to the fact that they were 
ashore on leave. Commander .Inures, 
a brother of the socialist deputy was 
not on board. 


The carnage in the -explosion was 


worse than ever could have occurred 
in an actual naval engagement. 
The 


first crash came when the crew was 
for the most part dispersed in var- 
ious sections 
of the vessel. 
They 


were without warning of their dan- 
ger. 
Scores of bodies were hurled 


hi.orh into the. air. 
accompanied 
by 


great fragments of frame work, armor, 
bursting shells and the blinding, suf- 
focating smoke of the powder.

ered as a series of amendments to the 
jresent constitution th<» act is void

n the prescribed mode. 


The case will be appealed to the 


indiana supreme court. 


The decision was given In tho suit 


ii John T. Dye. who is granted an In- 
junction restraining the state board 
of election commissioners 
and the 


secretary of state from taking thu 
accessary steps to submit the* pro- 
posed constitution to vote. 


Approved by the Governor. . 


The proposed constitution was ap- 


proved by Gov. Marshall on March 4, 
1911. 
It had been approved by joint 


democratic caucus and was passed by 
an almost strict party vote, the re- 
publicans denouncing the act as un- 
constitutional. 
Gov. 
Marshall pre- 


pared most of the paragraphs making 
rhnngos In the present constitution 
nnd tho new instrument was said to 
represent his ideas of political reform. 
The suit to prevent tho proposed con- 
stitution going to a vote was brought 
by John T. Dye. an attorney of this 
city. as. a tax-pnyor, and wng argued 
this summer by :in array of omlnont 
attorneys in Judge Romstcr's court. 
Chief among counsel for the complain- 
ant wore Mr. Dye himself, and Sena- 
tor Ralph Kane, of Koblcsvlllc.

scientific farming. 
He cited that 


land In the United States produced 
crops only one half the size grown 
on poorer land in Europe.

plea for a "back to the farm" move-

conditions in the country, he said 
the city "uses up men and families 
as It. uses up horses."

jniir said Poince in the Interview with 
The Spntlnel. "When the men were 
marched nut to supper In the dining 
hall I stayed In my cell, and nfter they 
were nil in the dining-room I came 
out into the corridor.

breaking my leg. I took n risk in 
mnklnff tb* attempt at escape, but 
with from two to fourteen years to 
servo staring me In the face. It was 
worth the risk, and tf I hadn't been 
injured I woujrt have m ,de my Bet- 
away, anrl I don't thtnk they would 
have caught me again cither," Poince 
concluded.

THE CITY'S 
EXTRAVAGANCE. 


The method by which Fort Wayne disposes of gar- 


bage is a cnidity and extravagance. To destroy gar- 
bage in the crematory maintained by the city imposes 
an expenditure for fuel which, as compared with the 
results obtained, is an enormity., A destructor cre- 
matory of approved modern type would require io 
destroy all the garbage that ought to be collected in 
Fort Wayne but a small fraction of the amount of fuel 
now employed to destroy but half of it. To correct 
this extravagance by- a new crematory designed merely 
to destroy garbage and not to recover any of its 
commercial by-products would pay the city a very 
handsome interest on the investment and permit a 
good part of the. public money that now goes into 
an extravagant fjiel cost to be applied to .efficiency of 
collection. And if, as persons who haVc investigated 
are led to believe, a reduction system can be profitably 
operated upon Fort Wayne's garbage product efficient- 
ly collected were to be provided the disposal of gar- 
bage here could be effected at almost no cost to the 
city at all—certainly at a cost not to exceed the mis- 
erable travesty of disposal under which the city now 
suffers and will suffer until an enlightened change has 
taken place. 
The city administration and the city 


cotmcil recognize that conditions arc bad and will not 
deny that improvement must bo had. We do not 
believe any member of cither branch of the city gov- 
ernment will dispute the proposition that measures to 
insure the cleanliness and health of the city are para- 
mount. Yet. it is purposed to leave out of the tax 
levy and the municipal budgets all provision for a 
permanent and economical solution of this garbage 
problem. To begin at once with the accumulation ol 
a fund with which finally to give Fort Wayne a mod- 
ern and effective system of garbage disposal will at 
"best keep the people waiting a long time for relief 
and to neglect to do so will put the question still fur- 
ther'in the air and give pledge that filth and extra- 
vagance will be continued. It is not too late to amend.

That is merely one of several simple ways to account 
for the sloughing off of the price down in Wall street.

rival the celebrated "Miller syndicate" for the pain- 
less extraction of cash from the pockets of the cre- 
dulous. This may be a good game that has just been 
uncovered, but it will be a long time before any- 
thing save actual burglary will yield so handsomely on 
the capital invested in the business as 'Mr. Miller's 
580 per cent proposition.

IRONY OF THE SUGAR SITUATION. 


(Indian'apolis News.) 


It is interesting, at least to us who now are getting 


only thirteen pounds of sugar for our dollar, to read 
the dispatch from Washington printed in the News last 
night. It states that the high price of 7.25 cents a pound 
for sugar "might be broken almost in the twinkling of 
an eye." 
Russia has sugar—a million tons surplus this 


year, it is reported. 
In old Biblical times when there 


was famine in Judea the sons were sent with a caravan 
to the land of the Nile, where there was plenty and 
prices were nojt high. 
But times have changed. Trans- 


portation has progressed from the caravan stage to a 
point where it costs less effort and relatively less money, 
no doubt, to transport sugar from Russia to this country 
than it did for the brothers o°t Joseph to get their grain 
back from Egypt. 


It is the same old story—tariff. 
Russia encourages 


the production of beet sugar. 
It hag, been her policy to 


subsidize the industry. Our overzealous patrons of In- 
fant industry at Washington have put on our books, and 
fortified It with court decisions, a law that this country 
shall charge a countervailing duty on bounty sugar. The 
effect is a high wall which keeps Russia's plentiful sup- 
ply of sugar out of this country. 'The law and decisions 
stand, though we have found that we have not an infant 
industry on our hands, but a domineering and corrupt 
giant of a trust. 
The result of our law is that the peo- 


ple of this country are delivered over to the tender mer- 
cies of this national sugar combination and probably a 
Brittsh-American-Oerman "corner." 
The way it works 


out to the ordinary consumer Is this—thirteen pounds of 
sugar for one dollar, Instead of twenty! 


Who is being hurt by this policy—the Russians or 


ourselves? 
It. is much the same with all of our tariff 


levies when we come to analyze them. ' When we are 
buying twenty pounds of sugar for one dollar the people 
of this country are paying $150,000,000 a year more than 
what free sugar would cost them. 
The wholesale gro- 


cers and consumers do not want, the tariff. 
Why is it 


retained? Almost wholly for the benefit, and at the dic- 
tation of, a sugar monopoly which even stoops to rob- 
bing the people of the nation's small part of the tariff 
by tampering with the scales. 
The tax Is unjust; the 


recipient unworthy. In the meantime, thirteen ppunds

The fire was discovered at 
about 5 o'clock and a signal, sounded 
throughout the vessel summoning the 
crew to flr« quarters. Immediately the 
order wan given to flood the holds, but 
the inrushlng water failed to check 
the rapidly spreading flames. 


Smoke poured from the warship and 


attracted the attention of the other 
ships of the squadron, which hurried- 
ly dispatched pinnaces with men and 
fire apparatus to the aid of their sis- 
ter ahln. 
Presently minor explosions began 


within the Llberte and many seamen 
flung themselves overboard. 


Terrific Explosion. 


Cries of "save yourselves; fire near 


magazines" could be heard ringing 
across the water In tho stillness of 
the clear morning. 
From every side 


scores of sailors leaped overboard and 
swam 
frantically 
for 
safety, 
but 


scarcely more than 100 had plunged 
Into the water before the series ot 
detonations culminated In a tcrrlftc 
explosion that seemed to tear out tlw 
side of the great steel vessel which 
swayed- over to one side and sank 
shortly. 


In a moment dead bodies and debris ^ 


were floating ubout the disturbed wa- 
ters that splashed around the upper 
works. 
In a wide circle around me 


spot where the craft had floated so 
proudly minutes before and the sea- 
men who escaped death were strug- 
gling desperately and small boats were 
picking up as many as they could 
reach.

several of her guns discharged a re- 
quiem salute. 
The Llberte had a complement of 


700 men. Of these 140 were away on 
shore leave. A rough estimate places

200.The rumble of the explosion was

of a long series of disasters which 
have marked the

the battleship lena, on March 3, 
1907. 
The accounts of the disaster 


as received here during the morning 
hours varied widely. 
The most au- 


thentic dispatches stated that the 
sinking came nearly two hours after 
the discovery of fire in the forward 
hold. 
Another account said that the 


ship broke in half from the force of 
the explosions and sank twenty min- 
utes later. 
According to this ver- 


sion, the battleship afterward 
re- 


appeared at the surface for a time a 
grim visage of iron surrounded by 
B tangled mass of wreckage.

Chicago, 
Sept. 25.—Four 
persons 


were killed and a score Injured today 
when fire broke out in a double four- 
story brick tenement house at 1336 
South Sangamon street. The''dead 
are Harry Eglovltch, his wife and in- 
fant daughter and Samuel Alpert. Al 
were burned and suffocated. 


The fire, which is believed by the 


' police to-have been of incendiary ori- 


gin, started in the basement and rap- 
idly spread to the upper floors occu- 
pied by eleven families. Dozens of 
women—and children were rescued -with 
difficulty. 
Two babies were 
thrown 


from an upper window by their fran- 
tic mothers and were caught in the 
arms of pedestrians. 


One woman who lived on the top 


floor weighed 354 pounds and 
was 


carried down stairs oy her husband 
and four firemen, after several unsuc- 
cessful attempts had been made to 
rescue her by means of a ladder. 


Diamond Brodski, 12 years old, who 


^ived with his parents on the first 
floor of on.e of the buildings, discov- 
ered the fire and after running through 
the structure rousing the sleeping oc- 
cupants turned In an alarm of fire. 


After it was believed that all had 


b»en rescued it was discovered that 
the Eglovitches were still in the bulld"- 
ing. 
Firemen made a search of the 


rooms and discovered the forms of 
Eglovitclr, his wife and chijd on the 
floor near a window. They had at- 
tempted to get to the window but 
ivere overcome by smoke.
